“Upon every dealér in Peruna. dilute 
tincture, extract or essence of ginger, or 
any other. medicinal preparation which 
can be used as a@ beverage which con- 
tains an amount of alcohol equal to or 
in excess of the amount recognized by 
ths United States pharmacopoeia as 
necessary for a good wine for medicina} 
purposes the sum of $200; provided that 
this tax shall not be required of those 
dealers who have paid the liquor tax ag 
provided in this act.’’ 

This was stricken entirely. 

Another matter to be considered by 
the committee, possibly at the meeting 
this morning, is the tax on meat packers 
and their agents. In the bill as it now 
stands the tax on packers and packers’ 
agents is $200. Until last year it was 
$50. The comptroller general says this 
has been prohibitive in the smaller cities, 
and that less revenue has been derived 
from this source since the tax was 
raised than before.

$35,000 to $40,000 a vear on the people. 
Mr. Steed declared the peopie could be 
trusted to put good judges on the bench, 
and that there was no foundation for 
this outcry against the character or 
reputation of the judiciary. 

Mr. Fivynt, of Spalding, spoke in favor 
of ‘the bill. No one was seeking to {m- - 
pugn the motives of any judge, he said, 
but the judges, like every one else, are 
human. The judge tn his circuit favored 
the measu®e, he said, though he was mak- 
ing no fight in connection with {t, one 
way or another. The passage of this bill, 
he said. would eliminate the only ob- 
jection that could be raised to the elec- 
tion of judges by the people. He said 
he believed in increasing the salary of 
every judge in the state. 

A Constitutional Point. 

Mr. Reid. of Campbell, opposed the 
bill. He hela that it would be unconsti- 
tutioal to lHmit the jurisdiction of any 
judge. The law now gives the superior 
court judges jurisdiction throughout the 
state. This bill proposes to take away 
from them jurisdiction in their own cir- 
cuits except when they were located there 
in aceordance with the terme of the mMeas- 
ure. Such a Iimitation on the jurisdiction 
of theme judges would be unconstitutional. 

“Tf it's wrong for these judges to sit 
on the bench with free passes in their 
pockets, let the legislature pass a bill 
taking free passes away from them, and 
let them be given salaries that will en- 
able them to live without using free 
passes,’ Mr. Reid said. 

The passage of this measure, Mr. Reid 
said, would nullify the election of judges 
by the people.
